Declarations of the Platform. 

The Iowa Democrats have gathered together 
a platform composed of many planks relative 
to diversified topics. It will lead off with a 
ringing indorsement of Gov. Boies’ adminis- 
tration, and then make an enunciation on the 
liquor question. The old plank of 1889 will 
be reiterated word for word. It declares in 
favor of high license, not less than $500 per 
annum to be paid into county treasuries in 
addition to such tax as towns, townships, or 
other municipalities may impose. The plat- 
form will declare for such changes in the 


revenue law as will bring about full, 


fair, and equal taxation of property. The 
Australian system of voting is indorsed and 
the Republicans held responsible for its de- 
feat in Iowa at the last General Assembly. 
There is, of course, an anti-railroad plank, 
and one denouncing trusts stout enough to 
satisfy the most rampant granger. The party 
will declare for all fair methods by 
which labor may secure adequate compen- 
sation undiminished by the devices for the 
enrichment of the few at the expense of the 
toilers. It also indorses the election 
of United States Senators by a direct vote of 
the people. 

The party stands on its old silver plank of 
1890 for free coinage, declaring it to be a full 
legal tender for all debts, public and private. 
It denounces the present silver legislation, al- 
lowing parties to stipulate against payment 
of debts in silver or silver certificates as un- 
just, as it sets up one value for the debtor and 
another for the creditor, and declares in favor 
of just, liberal, and equitable pension laws for 
all invalids and dependent soldiers and 
sailors. The McKinley bill is denounced. 
The platform demands equal opportunities 
for every section of the country and for every 
citizen and insists that the oppressive feat ures 
of the tariff be eliminated to the end that the 
merchant marine may be restored to the sea 
and the markets of the world opened to the 
producing classes. The sugar bounty is said 
to be anything but a tariff. It is spoliation of 
the Treasury for special classes and interests 
no more entitled to governmental protection 
than Iowa farmers who raise corn or hogs. 
Food adulterators will be denounced and the 
internal revenue system indorsed. These are 
in the main the essential features of the plat- 
form, the rough draft of which has deen 
blocked out.

NEW POLICY OF THE MORMON CHURCH. 


It Abandons Politics and Asks to Be Treat- 
ed Like Other Denominations, 

Sart Laxsz, Utah, June 23.—[Special.]—An 
important interview with Presidents Wilford 
Woodruff and George Q. Cannon on the 
Utah political situation is published 
here today. This is the first expression 
of opinion ever obtained from these men 
on the subject. Woodruff and Cannon 
disclaim any connection with the dissolution 
of the People’s party, and say it was dissolved 
by the party leaders. Self-defense compelled 
thé Mormons to act together. But the church 
has never claimed the right to dictate the po- 
litical actions of its members. There is no 
reason why they should vote solidly if condi- 
tions are the same here as elsewhere. 

„Our understanding,” say the Mormon 
leaders, is that the People's party dissolved 
in good faith; that it is the intention of all 
members of the church to unite with the two 
national parties, and there is no reason why 
they should not act freely with them at all 
times. The church would not now either 
attempt themselves or advise others 
to abolish the laws against polygamy, and we 
would not authorize any such marriage in vi- 
olation of law. There is nothing to be gained 
for the church by securing political control in 
Utah, with or without statehood. The 
only protection the church desires 
is that it should obtain the 
same protection as other denominations, as it 
would be unwise for Mormons to seek any ad- 
vantage not shared by other religious 
societies. 

‘‘ Personaliy we have felt that the time would 
come when the two great parties would be or- 
ganized in this Territory. We have felt that if an 
attempt of this kind should be made, each 
should have fullest opportunity to lay its prin- 
ciples before the people, so that they might 
have a clear understanding of the issues and 
be able to decide, in the light of facts present- 
ed to them, to which party they would belong. 
This being true, there is nothing to be gained 
by us acting ip bad faith.”

BROKER SMITH’S RISE AND FALL. 


How Jay Gould’s Old Partner Lost a Fort- 
une in One Year. 

New York, June 23.—| Special. ]—It was re- 
ported on Wall street today that Henry N. 
Smith, one of the most dashing operators in 
the street from 1860 to 1885, is about to resume 
active business, Up to 1869—Black Friday 
year—he was Jay Gould’s partner, the 
firm being Gould, Smith & Martin. In Jan- 
uary, 1885, he red to the Fashion Stock 
Farm near Trenton, N. J., which he had 
purchased. Before doing so, however, he 
made to the Governing committee of the 
Stock Exchange a statement in support of a 
petition op y Pope to extend the timeefor a 
settlement of his affairs before selling out his 
seat. This statement was to the effect 


immediately available. 
Jan. 1, 1886, this sum had not only vanished 
but he was in debt $1,200,000, $1,000,000 of 
which he owed William Heath & Co, This 
transformation has been due to his remaining 
a persistent bear in the face of a constantly 
rising market. 

The question has been raised as to whether 
or not Henry N. Smith can come back to 
the street before he has settled with Jay 
Gould and G. P. Morisini. Smith has 
offered to settle two or three times, 
but nothmg has ever been effected. The 
amount involved is between $300,000 and $350,-

It was commotion there all the afternoon,

But the trouble is not over, and the Andy

The trouble yesterday all centered aroun 
the passenger landings at the foot of Van 
Buren street, and the principal combat of the 
day occurred in full sight of the Auditorium 
Hotel.

ure sail yachts lying there. 

The yachts and other minor craft and row- 
boats have preémpted the landing privi 
there and they resented the intrusion of the 
big ocean-going Ivanhoe. But the Captain of 
the Ivanhoe knew that the riparian and other 
rights belonged to Uncle Sam and threw a 
line on shore in spite of the protests and even 
bulwarks of the protestants. 

Then followed threats and defiance and a

The Lake-Front is becoming uncomfortably 
crowded with pleasure boats of every descrip- 
tion in anticipation probably of the big busi- 
ness at the World’s Fair. Owners of boats 
from every port on Lake Michigan are 
coming here, and two or three more are 
expected from Ohio this week. This influx 
has crowded and angered the old boatmen, 
who have come to regard the Lake-Front pier 
as their own, al h none of them pay any 
rent or dockage, and the result is daily squab- 
bles and fisticuifs and involuntary baths. If

Mr. Gunderson is 
a Scandinavian and an excellent representative 
of that nationality, which has sent so many 
children to the public schools. 

Of the four selected from the annexed dis- 
tricts Mr. Duggan of Lake is a Democrat, 
making, with Messrs. Nettelhorst and Ma- 
honey, the last-named of whom, however, will 
not accept, three appointees from that party. 
This recognition of the Democracy shows 
that the present Mayor does not carry par- 
tisanship into school matters as his prede- 
cessor did, who looked at everything from the 
standpoint of practical politics. The nomi- 
nees from the new wards are good men. Mr. 
Boldenweck of Lake View is a representative 
German. Mr. James Rosenthal of Hyde 
Park is the son of Mr. Julius Rosenthal. He 
is, like his father, a lawyer and a man of cult- 
ure. Mr. Warner, also from Hyde Park, 
will make an efficient member. Of Mrs. 
Flower, the new woman member of the 
board, it is hardly necessary to speak, for she 
is so well known through her long connection 
with woman’s work in this city. She is 
not unfamiliar with the science of education 
and subjects like school sanitation will re- 
ceive her intelligent attention. She has tire- 
less energy and great ability and will see to it 
that whatever changes ought to be made are 
made, Mr. Revell is a man who will work as 
hard in the School Board as he has done in 
his own business. 

The Mayor deserves credit for the judicious 
appointments he has made. The new mem- 
bers will breathe new life into the board. 
Education in the city schools has been falling 
into a rut out of which it ought to be lifted as 
soon as possible. There is reason to believe 
that the reorganized board will attend to that 
speedily. _ : 
THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE sOUTH 

RRANCH. 

The trip made along the South Branch a few 
days ago by the municipal authorities and a 
number of citizens and the report made by 
them of its choked-up and almost innavigable 
condition have called public attention sharply 
to the necessity of improving that important 
stream. 

It was suggested in this paper that the work 
could be done best by the Drainage Trustees, 
who are given by thelaw authority to widen, 
deepen, and improve any navigable waters, and 
who have given notice by resolution of their in- 
tention to exercise their rights over the 
South Branch. The question was asked 
also whether the Trustees could not pay 
for the land taken in widening the 
river and cutting off projections by special 
assessments on property which would be made 
more valuable by reason of the better facili- 
ties for navigation. Some lawyers answer it 
in the negative, taking the ground that the 
board has nothmg to do directly with the im- 
provement of navigation ; that it cannot make 
an improvement by special assessment for 
purposes of sanitation and collect benefits 
from property on a basis of benefits by reason 
of better navigation; and that the only body 
which can widen the river and assess benefits 
from a navigation standpoint is the city. 

This reasoning may be sound. At least it is 
certain that the city can do the work. It can 
widen and straighten the stream as it cana 
street, and can make the abutting property 
pay for all or a good part of the land taken. 
But if the city should attempt to do this and 
it was found that the damages exceeded the 
benefits largely, where would the city get the 
money to pay the difference, which might 
be several million dollars? If the 
Drainage Trustees did the work and were 
confronted by such a discrepancy of benefits 
and damages it would not trouble them, for 


sue bonds up to fifteen millions when the val- 
uation reaches $300,000,000 in the Drainage 
District, and they can collect a yearly tax of 
half of 1 per cent, which will produce a stead- 
fly increasing revenue. 

So if the widening of the South Branch can 
be done by special assessinent by the Drain- 
age Trustees they are the best ones to do it. 
As to their power there seems to be no ques- 
tion. The law directs them to cut a channel 
with a minimum capacity of 300,000 cubic 
feet per minute of water and they are ordered 
to supply to it that much water at least from 
the lake. Therefore, power is given them not 
merely to make a main channel, but such ad- 
juncts and additions thereto as may 
be mecessary to cause such channel 


they have adequate resources. They can is- | 


special assessment where that principle is ap- 
plicable. How far then is it applicable as re- 
gards the South Branch? The general object 
of the law is to free from pollution 
the waters of the lake which the people use 
for drinking purposes. Therefore the 
greatest share of the entire cost of the work 
should fall upon all and be paid for by gen- 
eral taxation. The benefit being general, the 


taxation should be so also. But wherever 


there is a clearly distinguishable special benefit 
to special property, whatever is thus benefited 
should contribute something extra. 
There will unquestionably be a special sani- 
tary benefit to all the property along the South 
Branch if that stream is so widened and deep- 
ened and given such a flow that it shall be no 
longer the reservoir for decaying sewage. At 
present that stream is merely the great catch- 
basin into which flows and in which rots the 


greater part of the Chicago sewage. It is un- 


healthy to live or do business upon 
its banks. Business is driven from it 
and property which would be productive if 
it abutted on a running river of clear water is 
of little value. To improve sanitary conditions 
from the forks to Bridgeport is to increase the 
rental and sellmg value of every foot of land 
on the stream, just as the paving of a street 
increases in about equal measure the value of 
every front foot of abutting property. The 
benefits which South Brauch property will re- 
ceiveare clearly distinguishable from those 
conferred on lots and lands remote from the 
South Branch. Therefore the special-assess- 
ment principle manifestly is applicable. 

The Drainage Trustees have taken formal 
possession of the river so far as their special 
needs are concerned. They should proceed to 
have a thorough survey made of it and then 
determine how and where it will have to be deep- 
ened and widened to secure the necessary flow, 
what bends will have to be cut across, what 
projections removed, and on which bank 
the trimming can be most cheaply 
done. Having done that they will be able to 
make a rough estimate of the damages and 
also of the benefits. There will be some lots 
which will be peculiarly benefited from a 
navigation standpoint, but that feature of the 
case will have to be left out of consideration 
if the lawyers are correct. As the improve- 
ment will be made for sanitary purposes 
every running foot will have to be assessed 
at the same rate. Having obtained the 
necessary preliminary information the Trust- 
ees can begin the legal proceedings for the 
condemnation of property to secure im- 
proved sanitation, sure that if the benefits do 
not quite meet the damages they have abun- 
dant money with which to pay the difference. 


A SUGGESTION FOR ALD. M’ABEE. 

At the last meeting of the Council Ald. Mc- 
Abee ot the Twenty-fourth Ward offered a 
resolution setting forth the city’s need of 
money to enable it to make certain needed 
improvements, and authorizing the Mayor to 
appoint a committee to meet and prepare a 
plan for extending the license list so that 
additional revenue might be obtained 
from that source. The resolution was 
referred to the Finance committee and there 
1 may sleep for weeks. And if it is reported 
back and passed and the committee appoint- 
ed, its ambitious members may wish to go 
into the whole question of revenue and spend 
months in preparing an elaborate report 
which never will be g@cted on. 

As more money is needed the Alderman 
from the Twenty-fourth cannot do a ‘bet- 
ter or more popular thing than to prepare 
and offer an amendment to the saloon-license 
ordinance adding a hundred dollars a year to 
each license. That will give much cash 
speedily. Thero are now in the whole city 5,600 
saloons. The hundred dollars would produce, 
therefore, $560,000, or only a hundred thou- 
sand dollars less than the 3-mill tax would 
have done. Nor would it be necessary to wait 
the slow pleasure of the County Treasurer 
to get the funds, for they would go straight 
into the City Treasury. 

This proposition would come with special 
grace from Ald. McAbee, who 1s himself a 
saloonkeeper. When people saw him acting 
thus they would say: Here is an Alderman who 
thinks more of the interests of the great city 
than he does of his own. We must encourage 
this man. We will give his whisky and 
beer the preference over those of other 
Aldermanic sellers of wet goods.” As 
a matter of fact, however, this extra 
license would not come out of the 
pockets of the saloonkeepers, but those of 
their customers. The consumer paz s the tax. 
The exaction of a $600 instead of a $500 fee 
might shut up a few places, or might keep a 
few men from going into business, but if so so 
much the better for the others. There would 
be about as much drank as before, while there 
might be some fewer in the trade, and the re- 
ceipts of each of them would be a little in- 
creased. 

Ald. McA bee is no doubt aware of the fact that 
if $560,000 more was collected by the city from 
the saloons nearly all of it would be paid out 
to workingmen, who would take a considera- 
ble part of it back to him and those who are 
in the same business. Many of the city 
employés trade with the Alderman, and 
turn over to him a number of their nickels 
and 10 cent pieces in exchange for his 
wet goods. If he were able to trace 
one of those coins he would find that soon 
after he paid it in for a license it was paid out 


to an employé who brought it back again for. 


beer or whisky. This is one of the ways in 
which the “circulation of money ” is kept up. 

If Ald. McAbee will take the advice of Tux 
Trrsuns he will find his own constituents en- 
thusiastic in his support and bragging about 
having so intelligent and public-spirited a rep- 
resentative. Butif he remains content with 
the resolution he has already offered he will 
probably accomplish nothing. Much time 
will be spent, but mo money secured. By 
raising the saloon licenses the money can be 
had at once, and if two or three years hence it 
is thought best to go back to the present rates 
the Council of that day can make the change. 


NEW YORK BOODLERS’ CHEEK. 

The limit of monumental audacity and cold 
cheek has been reached by ex-Ald. Robert E. 
De Lacey of New York, a Democratic saloon- 
keeper, who was one of the boodlers in the 
Broadway steal, and William H. Maloney, 
clerk of the boodle board. De Lacey was in- 
dicted for his rascality, but forfeited his bail 
bond of $25,000 and skipped to Canada, He 
has Since returned to New York in company 
with the other boodlers, having discovered 


that the Democratic law officers of that

an innocent man. He was an Alderman of 
the city throughout his entire term, and only 
temporarily absent durmg six months of 
that term, his absence having been occasioned 
by false reports as to his official acts during 
that period, and expectations of penalties 
which he had not legally incurred, from the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s point of view. Judged 
by the subsequent action of the law authori- 
ties of New York he is a much aggrieved man 
who undeservedly has suffered by separation 
from his family and interruption of business, 
not to speak of the extra expense to which he 
has been put by enforced absence in a for- 
eign clime, where he even had to pay 
for his whisky and where he was 
not sure but that his stay might be extended 
to an indefinite period. Under such circum- 
stances has not Mr. De Lacey the right to 
expect the city will pay him his salary for that 
part of his aldermanic term during which the 
city clearly was responsible for his absence— 
that is, has he not the right to expect it when 
the law authorities of that city declare there is 
nothing against him? And why should 
not the Aldermen of that city, in 
view ot what may happen in the 
future, demand, as one of our contemporaries 
suggests, that gentlemen of the De Lacey 
stripe should have a law passed enabling them 
to draw their salaries in advance, and thus 
hedge against the possibility that the city may 
inflict such annoyances upon them during the 
term of their office? So long as Democratic 
law officers take such astonishing views of 
their official duty as they do, boodlers have the 
right to complain when the city fails to pay 
them m full. 


THE SILVER “ COMPROMISE.” 

The silver cranks have formulated a new 
proposition, which they profess to believe will 
be accepted by the East as well as the West in 
the next Presidential campaign. It is that 
unlimited silver coinage shall be adopted, 
with the condition that it shall cease at the 
option of the Secretary of the Treasury when- 
ever there is a premium on gold, but shall be 
resumed when the gold premium disappears. 
They claim that this compromise measure 
will be advocated by several prominent Re- 
publicans, and that the great mass of the 
Democratic party will welcome it as a happy 
solution of the problem which the said silver 
cranks have brought before the people. 

No doubt this so-called compromise would 
be willingly voted for by that portion of the 
debtar class who are dishonest enough to 
want legal authority for repudiating a quarter 
of their indebtedness while paying the rest. 
They know it would give them just the oppor- 
tunity they desire and are willing, to trust to 
providence for faring as well as other mem- 
bers of the community in the readjustment 
that must follow. If allowed to cancel 26 per 
cent of their outstanding obligations they 
would not object te an after return to honest 
values. In fact they would be glad of such a 
result, since it would leave them clear gainers 
to the extent to which they nad robbed their 
creditors, aupbosing they lost nothing in the 
panic thfoe into which the country must be 
plunged as a sequelto atemporary silver basis. 

But what would such a step involve? Would 
it not put it out of the power of the govern- 
ment to abolish the premium on gold except 
by a slow process lasting many years, as in the 
case of resumption at the close of 1878? No 
sound financier can doubt that to adopt the 
proposition would be to take from the govern- 
ment the power to resist debasement of the 
currency. Gold would quickly cease to circu- 
late and a large partofit would soon disappear 
from the country in payment of foreign 
creditors, none of whom will take silver 
in satisfaction of their claims other- 
wise than at its bullion value. The rest of 
the gold would be hoarded in banks and 
safety depositories, from which it would not 
come out on the fact of a mere tem- 
porary suspension of coinage. The mints 
of the United - States could not re- 
main open for the free coinage of silver dur- 
ing a single month without causing an irre- 
movable premium on gold. The only way in 
which such a premium could be prevented 
would be for the Secretary of the Treasury to 


summarily exercise his powers and cut the 


whole business short immediately after its in- 
ception. Then there would be less silver 
coined than now, and the advocates of the 
stumptail dollar would find themselves in a 
bad fix. 

With the free coinage of silver in force the 
people of the United States would have a cur- 
rency possessing no greater purchasing power 
than the bullion vallue of silver in the dollar. 
They would transact their business with silver, 
or paper redeemable only in silver, and gold 
would be at a big premium during the whole 
time that silver rule prevailed, whether the 
coinage was temporarily suspended or not. 
Of course the policy would render the gov- 


‘ernment unable to pay on any other than the 


silver basis, and it would thus lose its credit 
not only at home but abroad. Could the 
people of the United States afford to invite 
such a loss of financial standing, and can a 
party be found that will deliberately advocate 
such a national degradation? Surely not. 


SCOTTISH “HOME RULE.” 

The movement toward an imperial confed- 
eration of Great Britain and its colonies, re- 
cently favored by Lord Salisbury, is meeting 
with strong advocacy in Scotland. The Scotch 
people are awakening up to the necessity of a 
reform in the method of government apd ask- 
ing for a change. A Scottish Home Rule As- 
sociation, with headquarters at Edinburg, is 
working tooth and nail for the establishment 
of the same conditions north of the Tweed as 
promise soon to be conceded to the inhabitants 
of tho Green Isle.“ It has undertaken to 
canvass the United States and Canadas for 
subscriptions to aid the cause. Its members 
profess to want, not separation, but the 
right of local government. Their propo- 
sition is that the Imperial Parlia- 
ment shall devolve upon the four nation- 
alities which form the United Kingdom legis- 
lative and administrative powers for the trans- 
action of purely local matters, so that the 
domestic affairs of England will be managed 


according to English ideas, the domestic 


eee ye according to Scottish ideas, 
of Ireland according to Irish ideas, and 
those of Wales in accordance with the views 
and wishes of the people who live between the 
Bristol- Channel and the Mersey. They say 
that the Imperial Parliament, being thus freed 
from all domestic legislation, would not only 
be in a position to attend to the affairs of the 
empire, but could also invite the colonies and

The difficulties that stand in the way of the 
proposed change by which the four countries 
named and the colonies would each take a po- 
sition similar to thatof States in the American 
Union were pointed out in a recent issue of 
Tun Tarsunz.

STORY OF THE NEGOTIATIONS BE- 
TWEEN CANADA AND THIS COUNTRY. 


The Official Correspondence on the Subject 
Laid Before the Canadian Parliament 
Secretary Blaine’s Letter Outlining His 
Position in Regard to a Private Conter- 
ence in Washington—The Present Status 
of Affairs Fully Set Forth. 

Orrawa, Ont., June 23.—A bulky W of 
documents was laid on the table of the Sen- 
ate chamber by the Premier just before the 
Senate rose last night.. It wasa message from 
the Governor-General transmitting further 
papers relating to the extension and develop- 
ment of trade between the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada, including New- 
foundland. 

The first dispatch given isa note from the 
Foreign Office under date of Oct. 22, 1890, in- 
forming the Governor-General that a 
telegram had been received by Lord 
Salisbury from the British Minister 
at Washington, announcing that Robert Bond, 
representing the Government of Newfound- 
land, had been presented to Mr. Blaine, and 
that negotiations were going on with refer- 
ence to an independent arrangement between 
the United States and Newfoundland. Before 
the negotiations went further it was deemed 
advisable to ascertain whether the -Dominion 
Government wished to negotiate on the same 
lines as Newfoundland with reference to New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. This dispatch 
was acted on, and Nov. 4the following state- 
ment is found in a note of the Foreign Office 
in London to the an Slot Office:

Two days later, in another note from the 
Foreign Uffice to the Colonial Office, Lord 
Knutsford incloses a draft of the proposed 
convention between Newfoundland and the 
United States, which had been privately com- 
municated by Sir Julian Pauncefote to Mr. 
Blaine for an arrangement of the fisheries 
questions and trade relations. 

The next dispatch is Lord Stanley’s cable 
message to Lord Knutsford, dated Nov. 19, in 
which he says: 

The government views with alarm the 
convention between Newfoundland and the United 
States. It affects the fishery interests of Cannan 
as well as those of Newfoundland, and 
fishery and 1 re gt of Canada at a disad- 
vantage in the United States market. The gov- 
ernment remonstrates in the strongest 1— 
against the signature of the proposed conventiun 
at Washington. 

Lord Knutsford’s Reply. 

Six days later, Nov. 25, Lord Knutsford, in 
a cable dispatch to the Governor-General, 
says:

HAS SURVIVED ALL HIS ASSOCIATES. 


Thomas N. Rooker, Secretary of the New 
York “ Tribune” Company. 

Thomas N. Rooker, the only living repre- 
sentative of the New York press of fifty years 
ago, is in Chicago. He arrived at the Audi- 
torium yesterday afternoon, accompanied by 
his wife, and for the first time since 1870 
looked upon the waters of Lake Michigan. 

The visitor is a distinguished looking man 
According to 
his own statement he has seen the New York 
press wiped out by death three times, and to- 
day, he says, finds himself alone, almost soli- 
tary, as the only representative of the New 
York newspaper press of 1840.“ 

Mr. Rooker is at present Secretary of the 
New York Tribune company, having held that 
position for the last thirty years. For twenty 
years prior to his being elected to his present 
position be was in: the Tribune composing- 
room, and was one of the best known foremen 
of the typesetting departments in the coun- 
try. He is the only living original stock- 
holder of the big New York daily, and one of 
the men who laid the type for the first edition 
of the paper. 3 

During the last twenty years the visitor’s 
name was the only Rooker that appeared in 
the New York directory, and Mr. Rooker had 
supposed the name would become extinct 
when he died, as he is childless and his 
nephew, Frank Z. Rooker of Albany, N. Y., 
the only male relation he supposed was living 
having become a Catholic priest. But the old 
gentieman during the last month has dis- 
covered another branch of the Rooker family 
in Indiana, and he is nowon his way home 
after a visit to relatives be did not suppose 
were in existence. The male side of the house 
he says, is well represented, and the name of 
Rooker in all probability, he feels assured, 
will live forever. 

It was a most singular way that I discov- 
ered the Indiana branch of our family,’’ said 
Mr. Rooker last night. Miss Caldwell, who 
was to have married Prince Murat, when dan- 
gerously ill sent for my nephew, Father Rook- 
er, to administer the last religious rites to the 
dying. The nce was published in the 
newspapers, a Miss Rooker of Castleton, 
Ind., after reading the account, wrote to the 
priest in order to learn more about his family 
connections. The letter was turned over to 
me. I followed up the clew and have learned 
many interesting facts concerning my an- 


rs. 

Mr. Rooker will remain in Chicago several 
days, during which time he will be the guest of 
John G. Shortall. Mr. Shortall, Mr. Rooker 
says, was an office boy in the New York Trib- 
une office years ago when Horace Greeley as 
editor was giving the advice: G0 est, 
young man, and grow up with the country.’

VICTORY FOR GERMANS. 


THE LANGUAGE MUST BE TAUGHT I” 
THE INDIANAPOLIS SCHOOLS. 


The Supreme Court of Indiana Decides 
That the School Commissioners’ Control 
of Courses of Study May Only Be Exer- 
cised in Accord with the Law of the 
State—Judge McBride Files a Vigorous 
Dissenting Opinion—General News of 
the Northwest. 


Inpranarotis, Ind., June 23.—[Special.]— 
The suit of the German citizens of Indianapo- 
lis, who demand that instruction in their lan- 
guage shall be given in the public schools, was 
decided today by the Supreme Court in their 
favor. A dissenting opinion by two of the five 
Judges was, however, filed. The question at 
issue was the construction of the law, which 
provides that whenever the parents or guard- 
ians of twenty-five children attending any 
school shall petition the Board of School 
Commissioners to that effect the board shall 
provide for the teaching of German in such 
school if the application is made be- 
fore the teachers for the year are employed. 
At a proper time the parents and guardians 
of 112 children attending School No. 22 in 
this city filed the request. Under the system 
of grading established by the City School 
Board there are only the first fiveof the twelve 
grades taught in the public schools that are 
taught at No. 22. The board claimed the 
right under its power to grade the schools and 
regulate the course of study, to limit the study 
of German to such grades as it deemed proper. 
It therefore made an order that German 
should not be taught to children attending the 
public schools until they had reached the 
sixth grade. It was on this that the case was 


Judgo Miller, who wrote the opinion of the 
majority of the Supreme Court, pointed out 
that German was one among a number of 
studies specifically provided for by legislative 
enactment. He held that the school commis- 
sioner’s power of regulating and grading the 
schools and the course of study must be exer- 
cised subject to the dominant law of the 
State. Judge McBride, in his dissenting opin- 
ion, used vigorous language, holding that the 
construction of the law by his colleagues tend- 
ed to undermine every vestige of authority 
on the part of the school commissioners to 

rade and establish and. maintain a system of 
instruction in the schools. 


HIS FORTUNE IN HIS BOOT.

These $30,000 gave 
him a great deal of uneasiness and his mind 
seemed to be on them night and day. When 
he was at home he kept them locked in a 
trunk in his bedroom. henever he left the 
house to go down-town or elsewhere he would 
take the bonds from the trunk and place them 
in his boot-leg, going around town with his 
fortune of $830, in his boot. The widow, 
whom the heirs accuse of secreting some of 
the wealth, was his third wife and isa first 
cousin to Jay Gould. She may inherit the 
family trait of able financiering.

DUNN REFUSES TO CALL THE MEETING. 


Latest Phase of the War Among the Cy- 
clists. 

President Dunn of the L. A. W. refuses to call 
the assembly meeting. This 1s the last dct of the 
President against ex-Chairman Randall of the 
Racing Board. It may delay but cannot prevent the 
proposed assembly, for on completion of the peti- 
tion of delegates, which is being rapidly circu- 
lated, the L. A. W. assembly may convene with 
or without the sanction of Mr. Dunn. Then and 
not till then will the question be décided whether 
the Amateur Athletic Union or the League of 
American Wheelmen is to run cycle racing.

WILL HAVE ITS OWN LINE 


CANADIAN PACIFIC SECURES AN IN- 
DEPENDENT OUTLET: TO CHICAGO, 


Arrangements Perfected for the Construc- | 


tion of a New Read from Detroit te Chi- 
cago Via Toledo—A Powerful Syndicate 
of Canadian Pacific and Eastern Capital- 
ists Backing the Scheme—The Rich- 
mond Terminal Interested—Uncle Sam 
and the Far Western Roads. 

Thore is a prosvect that the Canadian Pa- 
cific will have a line of its own into this city 
soon. Arrangements have been completed 
for the construction of anew road from De- 
troit via Toledo to Chicago. Prominent 
Eastern capitalists, some of whom are inter- 
ested in the Canadian Pacific and others in 
the Richmond -Terminal, have purchased the 
charter of the Toledo and Western, which 


exists on paper and has a right of way from 


Toledo to Goshen, Ind.. and thence to Chica- 
go, for $40,000 cash. The road has boen sur- 
veyed and isthe shortest line from Toledo. 
Among those interested in the deal besides 
Canadian people, Gen. Samuel Thomas, Cal- 
vin Brice, Dudley Fairlin, and Gen. Hill of 
New York are mentioned. Donald McLain, 
who built the Pacific short line from Sioux 
City west, will, have charge of the construc- 
tion, and contracts for the work will be 
awarded soon. It is expected the road will be 
completed by Jan. 1, 1893, or before the open- 
ing of the World’s Fair. 

While the Canadian Pacific will use the road 
as ite outlet from Detroit to Chicago it will 
not have absolute control. The ro will be 
operated as an independent line and will be 


used by lines in which the Richmond Terminal ' 


is interested, namely: the Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago, Lake Erie and Western, 
and others. he syndicate is one of the 
strongest and most powerful from a financial 
point of view ever organized and has all the 
— necessary for carrying out the project. 
Canadian Pacific now uses the Wabash, 
with which it has a traffic contract from 
Detroit to Chicago, but as the Wabash uses 
the Chicago and Erie tracks from Laketon, 
Ind., to Chicago the arrangement is not satis- 
actory to the Canadian Pacific. Both the 
Wabash and the Chicago and Erie have to sub- 
mit to trunk line dictation and they compel 
the Canadian Pacific to submit to the terms 
of the trunk line agreement. 
Canadian Pacific = determined to throw 
off that yoke d become free to 
do as it pleases. The relations between the 
trunk lines and the Richmond Terminal peo- 
ple are considerably strained, and it is but 
natural they should join hands with the Cana- 
dian Pacific and thus secure an independent 
outlet from the Southwest to Canadian and 
New England territory. 
Terminal facilities at Chicago for the new 


road will be provided by the new elevated 


road which Gen. Torrence intends to build 
and which will have its terminus at the Twelfth 
street viaduct, between State street and Third 
avenue. The Santa Fé, it is understood, in- 
tends to come into the city over the same ele- 
vated road. Negotiations are pending be- 
tween a syndicate headed by Gen. Torrence 
and the Santa Fé for the sale of the property 
between State street and Third 
Twelfth and Sixteenth streets, on which a 
magnificent passenger depot is to be erected. 


CARRIED OUT*THEIR CONTRACT,

INDIANA, DECATUR AND WESTERN. 


Ita Sale Ordered—Trying to Secure the Sec- 
ond Mortgage Bondholders. 

Inpranaporss, Ind., June 23.—[Special.]— 
The Superior Court today ordered that the 
decree of foreclosure on the Indiana, Decatur 
and Western, virtually agreed upon four 
months ago with the understanding that it 
should stand until this time, must go on rec- 
ord. Attorney Iseley of New York, repre- 
senti the second mortgage bondholders, 
desi to have the amount due his clients 
declared in order that they might be in a po- 
sition to bid on the road and put 
debt in part payment.

He Wants Space for a $300,000 Display 
Similar to That Which Was Made at the 
‘Paris Exposition, but on a Larger Scale 
—His survey of the Albert Nyanza aud 
View of the Mountsins of the Moon— 
One of Their Phenomena Explained. 
Col. Alexander Mason of Cairo, Egypt, who 

is known in Egypt as Mason Bey, is at the 

Auditorium. The visitor, who is an English- 

man, has been in the service of the Khedive 

since 1873, and at the time of the disaster that 
overtook “ Chinese Gordon was not far from 


the scene of the slaughter. 


Mason Bey has come to’ Chicago for the 
purpose, if possible, of making arrangements 
for a novel display at the World's Columbian 
Exposition. He proposes to make à complete 
representation of one of the picturesque quar- 
ters ot Cairo for the benefit of the patrons of 
the Fair. 

There was a similar exhibition at Paris 
two years ago, said the traveler, and it was 
a great attraction. We propose to spend more 
money, however, on the one for Chicago if 
the consent of the officials can be secured. 
About $300,000 will be expended. The display 
would occupy a space about 500 feet square, or 
800x300. All the narrow and crooked streets, 
with the Egyptian builaings, booths, bazars, 
etc., would be identically reproduced. Egyp- 
tians in their native costumes would be 
brought over to this side of the water and a

like those of the Khan Hhallila as possible, 
would be made heavy with the odor of spices.

Mason Bey has been an extensive traveler 
during the time he has been connected with 
the Egyptian Government, and has explored 
much of the wild region on the Upper Nile 
and around the Albert Nyanza. In fact, he 
was the man who secured the first survey of 
the lake, having steamed around the entire 
lake—160 miles—years before the Stanley 
party fought with the natives on its shores. 

During his travels Mason Bey and his party 
secured a view of the Mountains of the Moon. 
They camped on the open plain one evening 
just before sunset, and the magie mount- 
ains were plainly visible, presenting a most 
picturesque sight. The next morning, from 
the same camping-place, however, not a sign 
of the mountains was visible. 

“This phenomenon is easily explained,“ 
said the Colonel. “It is simply reflection. 
When the sun is in a certain place and the at- 
mosphere clear the mountains can be seen 
from the spot where we camped. Under other 
conditions they cannot. But some of the na- 
tives think the mountains are infected with 
evil spirits and refuse to go near them. There 
are others, however, who are not so supersti- 
tious and have built their huts on the side of 
the mountains. The magic power the mount- 
ains are to is the cold at- 
mosphere. At a certain elevation, of course, 
there is snow and the air is bitter cold. The 
natives cannot explain the difference in the
